S.R,0, 93, — In exercise of the powers confeired by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and of all other 
powers enabling him in this behalf, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Stenographers' Service Rules, 1970, 
namely : — 

1, (1) These Rules may be called the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service (Third Amendment) 
Rules. 1975. 
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(2) They ihall be deemed to have come into foicc on 
the I3t day of August, 1972. 

2. In the Armed Forces Hcadquaiters Slenogi aphers’ Ser- 
vice Rules, 1970, — 

(i) in sub-rule (2) of rule 3, after the woid “Steno- 
typists’’, the words “and Hindi Steno-typists” shall be insert- 
ed : 

(ii) in rule 9 A, — ■ 

(a) in sub-rule (1), after clause (b), the following 
tiause shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(c) persons who, immediately before the Ist August, 
1972, have been icgularly appointed as Hindi 
Steno-typists in any of tlic Offices of Armed 
Foiccs Headquaiteis and Inter Service Organisa- 
tions specified in the First Schedule;” 

(b) In sub-rule (2), — ■ 

(1) for the experssion “clause (a) and (b) the 
expression “clauses (a), (b) and (c)” shall be 
substituted ; 

(2) in the second proviso for the expression “sub- 
nrle (1)”, the expression “clauses (a) and (b) 
of sub-rule ( 1 ) " shall be Inserted ; 

(3) after the second proviso, the following proviso 
shall be inserted, namely ; — 

“Pi'ovidcd also that persons referred to in clause 

(c) of sub-rule (1) shall be given an option to 
join the Armed Forces Headquarters Steno- 
graphers’ Service or to continue in then existing 
posts of Hindi Steno-typists. The option once 
exercised will be treated as final. Such of 
them as opt to join the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Stenographers’ Service shall be deemed 
to have severed their connection with the posts 
of Hindi Steno-typists held by them and cease 
to be eligible for any promotions on that basis 
Those who are permanent shall be allowed 
to retain a hen on the posts in which they 
have been confirmed till they are appointed 
substantively rn the Aimed Forces Headquar- 
ters Stenographers' Service” ; 

(Hi) in rule 18, for sub-rule (4) (2), the following shall 
bo substituted, namely ; — 

"(2) The seniority of Stenographers Grade III appointed 
at the initial constitution shall be regulated in the 
following manner ; — 

(a) In the case of Lower Division Clerk Steno-typists, 
referred to in clauses (a) and (b) of siib-iulc 
(1) of rule 9 A. their inter se seniority shall be 
fixed with reference to their seniority in Tower 
Division Grade of the Armed Forces Headquar- 
ters Clerical Service ; 

(b) Hindi Steno-typists, referred to in clause (c) of 
sub-rule (1) of rule 9A, shall be arranged inter 
se with reference to their dates of appointment 
as Hindi Steno-typists ; 

(c) the relative seniority of the persons belonging to 
the above two categoiics shall be determined with 
tefeicncc to (i) the date from which they count 
seniority in the 1 ower Division Grade of the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service and 
(ii) the date of appointment as Hindi Steno- 
typists, respectively If the date of appointment 
of a person as 1 ower Division Clerk or Hindi 
Steno-typist is later than the date of appointment 
of his junior in the same category, dale of ap- 
pointment of the junior shall be deemed to be 
the date of appointment of tire senior for this 
purpose ”

The posts of Steno-typists in Armed Foiccs Head- 
quarters and Inter .Service Organisations have been con- 
verted with effect from 1-8-1972 into posts of Stenographers 
tirade HI in the scale of Rs. 13Cl—5—lfi0—8—200—FB— 
8— 256— EB— 8— 290 (revised to Rs. 330— 10— 380~-EB— 
12 — 500 — -EB — 1.5' — 560 with effect from 1-1-1973) and in- 
cluded in the Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ 
Service from that dute vide Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence Nolification No. S R.O 74 dated the 
9th March, 1973, It has been decided by Government that

( 2 ) In order to save time and (rouble over relatively un- 
important items, the Controller of Defence Accounts 
(Pensins) or <he Joint Controller of Defence Accounts 
(Pensions) if in indenendent charge may, at his 
discretion, when he is reasonably satisfied dial, 
having regard to the facts of the case, if is in the 


best interests of the Central Government to do so,~ 
waive any audit objection on the payment of pen- 
sion np to n limit of rupees one hundred and 
twenty-five in each case, brief reasons being re- 
corded of the circumstances which, in hi.s opinion, 
justify the waiver. Similarly the Joint Controller 
of Defence Accounts (Pensioas) may waive an audit 
objection npto a limit of rupees seventy-five in 
each case. A Deputy Controller of Defence 

Accounts (Pensions) may exercise the same powers 
np to a limit of rupees fifty and an Assistant Con- 
troller of Defence Acconnls (Pensions) or a gazetted 
officer in charge of a section, up to a limit of rupees 
twenty-five in similar circumstancei, 

(3) fn cases where the whole or any portion of the ex- 
penditure although not unjustifiable' In Itself, is not 
exactly covered by lule or fhe authority for the 
expenditure is insufficient, or full proof that it has 
bec.i incurred has not been provided such as an 
nlmence of one or more sub-vouch'ers, the Controller 
of Defence Accounts (Pcn.sions). or the To/nt Con- 
troller of Defence Accounts (Pensions), if in In* 
dependent charge, may waive an audit objection 
npto a limit of rupees two hundred and fifty in 
each case i 

Provided — 

(i) that the expenditure Is not of an intrinsically re- 
curring nature ; and 

(lit where the objection is based on insufficiency of 

sanction, he is satisfied that the authority em- 

powered to sanction 'the exoenditurc would accord 
sanction if required ; oi 

(fill trhere ihe objection is based on insufficiency of 

proof of payment, he is of opinion that undue 

trouble would be caused if the submi.ssion of the 
full proof of the expenditure having been incurred 
were insisted on, and he sees no rca.son to doubt 
that the payment has actually been made.” 

22. Insertion of new regulation 212A. — After regulation 
212, of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

"212-A. Recovery of disabllily pension from a pensioner 
who is rc-employed or re-enrolled without disclosing 
his invalidation. — Any payment of the disability 
pension made after the elate of re-employment or 
re-enrolment, lo a pensioner who is re-employed or 
re-enrollcd without disclosing that he was invalided 
out of service shall be recovered ai under ; 

(a) if he is on effective list, from his pay and allowan- 

ces ; and 

(b) if he is noii-cffecfivc, from the fresh award of 
disability nension, if any, sanctioned on the 
termination of his rc-em.ploymC(nt or rc-cnrolmcnt." 

23. Amendment of the Heading of Chapter VIE- — After 
regulation 214 of the said regulations, in the heading of 
Chapter VII, 

(1) the word “OFFICERS" .shall be omitted; 

(2) below the heading, as so amended the following 

shall be inserted as a new sub-heading, namely ; — 

“SECTION 1— OFFICERS"

li) Pensioners residing in India as well as those re- 
siding outside India who have not been permitted 
to draw their pension outside India, — ^Thc capita- 
lised value shall be payable in India but pensioners 
residing outside India shall have to make their own 
arrangements tor its transfer to the foreign coun- 
try concerned. 

(iij Pensioners residing outside India, who have been 
permitted to draw their pension in a foreign coun- 
try — Payment of capitalised value shall be made 
through the Indiaan Mission.” 

27. Substitution of regulation 222. — ^For regulation 222 of 
the said regulations, the following regulation shall be substi- 
tuted, namely : — 

“222 Commutation of anticipatory or provisional Pen- 
sion — Oflieei's — An applicant for commutation of 
his pension who has clearly indicated his intention 
to commute the maximum, amount of his pension 
or expressed the amount proposed to be commuted 
as a fraction or percentage of the full and final 
pension within the maximum permissible limits and 
is allowed to commute such fraction or peieentage 
of the anticipatory or Ihe provisional pension, shall 
neither be required to apply afresh nor to pro- 
duce a frc.sh certificate of medical examination for 
commutation of the differeucc between the fraction 
or percentage of the final pension and the antici- 
patory pension or provisional pension. As the 
commulation in such cases is payable in two ins- 
talments, one out of the anticipatory or the pro- 
visional pension and the other after final assessment 
of pension, the report from the Controller of 
Defence Accounts t Pensions) shall have to be called 
for twice. A fresh sanction of the competent 

authority foi the difference of the commuted value, 
that is, the maximum value accrued minus value 
commuted provisionally shall he neccssai'v. In 
such cases, commulation as finally sauclioned shall 
also tijke effect from the date of original commu- 
tation of the anticipatory or provisional pension 
and the amount of residual pension shall also be 
re-adjusted from Ihe same date.”;

223. Age for commutation, — tl) The following docur'cnts 
in original shall be accepted us proof of the date of birth 
for the purpose of commutation, namely - 

(i) the Matriculation Certificate or tbr .Secondary School 
Leaving Certificate, or a Certifi. .dc lecogniscd by 
an Indian University as cquivalciU to Matriculation 
or 

tii) Municipal birth certificate or an e UrU' ! from the 
Mnnicinal birth register, duly cenified by the pro- 
per authority, or 


(lii) the record of admission in the registers of the 
school or schools in which the applicant was edu- 
cated and also a record of the applicant’s age at 
various periodical school examinations. 

(2) Where the documentary evidence us required by sub- 
regulation (1) is not available, the dale of birth shall be 
verified wilh reference to the assessed apparent age given in 
Ihc enrolment foim. For purposes of calculating the date of 
birth in such cases, it shall be assumed that the individual 
has completed the assessed apparent age on Ihe date ot en- 
rolment c.g. if a person has been enrolled on the firs; August 
nineteen hundred and thirty-seven and if on that dale his 
age is assessed as seventeen years, his date of birth shall be 
taken as the first August nineteen hundred and twenty. In 
cases in which (he year- and month in which the individual 
is bon) are known hut not the actual date, the latter shall 
be lakci) a, Ihe sixteenth of the month. 

F.xplanation.— A pensioner may submit any of the docu- 
ments mentioned above as a proof of his age with- 
out certifying the non-availability of other proof of 
bi.ghcr inter-sc,x priority. 

224. Submission cf application,— (1) An individual desir- 
ous of coinmuliiig a portion of his pension shall apply in 
l-oim 28 specified in Appendix VI If, along with two duly 
attested copies of his passport sixe photographs (one copy 
to be pasted on the application form itself at the appropriate 
place while the other is to be loosely attached to the form), 
as under : 

(i) if he is still in service or has retired but his pension 
h’ls not yet been sanctioned, he shall apply to the 
Controller of Defence Accounts (Pensions) through 
the Commodore Naval Barracks ; 

(ii) In the case of pensioners residing outside India, the 

procedure for submission of appheation and arrange- 
ments for medical examination shall be as laid 
down in regulation 216; 

liii) it he is in receipt of a pension, he shall apply to 
the Controller of Defence Accounts (Pensions), 
through the Pension Disbursing Officer eoneerned 
who shall, while forwarding the application to the 
Controller of Defence Accounts (Pensions) complete 
portion 'B' in Part I of the said Form and also 
fill nish information on the point whether the pen- 
sion in issue is without any encumbiance. 

(2) In order to ensuie that payment is made at the rate 
shown for the specified age. it is necessary that application 
to commulc pension must reach the Office of the Controller 
of Defeii'-e Accounts (Pensions), at least two months before 
the applicant shall attain such a.gc. 

225. Action by the Controller of Defence Accounts fPen- 
'■ionsl on receipt of anolieation for commutation of pension. — ■ 
On receipt of an application for eoinmutulion of pension, the 
Controller of Defence Accounls (Pensions), shall inform the 
individual of Ihc commulcd value which shall be payable 
(o him in the event of his bcin.g found to have an average 
expectation of life and also instruct him to appear for a 
medical examination, before a specified authority within 
Ihiee months from the date of the Controller of Defence 
Accounts (Pension's) letter and if the application for com- 
Tnutalion has been n''adc in advance of the date of retire- 
ment or discharge, within three months of th-il date, but in 
no ci'se earlier than the actual date of retirement or dis- 
charge. This inlimation shall constitute administrative sanc- 
tion to the commutation of pension, but shall lapse if (be 
medical cxaminalion does not take place within the period 
specified in the sanctioning order, (f the applicant docs not 
appear for the medical examination before The specified medi- 
cnl aiithnnty within the specified period, the Controller of 
Defeuee Accounts (Pensions) may til his discretion renew 
administrative sanction for a further period of three months 
without obtaining a fresh application for commutation ot 
pension. Ca.ses. where Ihe applicant is medically examined 
after this extended period of three months, shall be exa- 
mined bv the Controller of Defence Accounts (Pensions), 
Allahabad, on merits and administrative sanction shall he 
renewed fiiilher only if he is satisfied lhal the applicant is 
not to blame for the delay. 

226. Payment of Capitalised Value. — tl) Average life,— If 
the medical aiithoritv reports that the pensioner hiis an aver- 
age expectation of life, the capital sum aheady notified shall 
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be paid to him and the corresponding dednetion made from 
his pension. 

(2) Impaired life. — In ease, an addition to his age is ic- 
commended, the pensioner shall be informed by registered 
post with acnowlegcdment due, of the medical authority’s 
recommendation and the commuted value payable in lieu 
thereof. The SLim offered shall be paid if the applicant does 
not withdraw in writing his application within a period of 
foui'teen days fiom the date on which he receives intimation 
of the revised sum payable on commutation, 

(,I) Verification of signntnres of the individual. — -While 
authorising payment of commuted value, the Controller of 
Ifefcnce Accounts (Pen.sions) shall forward to the pension 
Disbursing Officer Form 30 specified in Appendix VllI con- 
taining the signatures taken in the presence of the medical 
nulhority with instructions that they should he verified with 
those received with the Pension Payment order. 

(4) Payment on the death of pensioner before receiving 
commuted value of pension, — If a pensioner dies on or after 
(he date on which the commutation became absolute but 
before receiving the commuted value, its value shall be paid 
to his legal heirs. 

(5) Ovcrdrawal of commuted portion — If the commuted 
poition of the pension has been drawn after the date on 
which the commutation became absolute, the amount drawn 
shall be deducted from the amount payable on commuta- 
tion. 

(6) Payment of commuted value in or outside India. — 
Payment of the commuted value in India or outside India 
shall be regulated in the manner specified in sub-regulation 
(2) of regulation 219. 

(7) C ancellation of sanction. — The Controllei of Defence 
Accounts (Pensions) may cancel tite sanction at any time 
before payment is actually made, if the applicant makes any 
statement found to be false with this knowledge or wilfully 
suppresses any material fad in answer to any question, writ- 
ten or oral, put to him in connection with his medical exa- 
mination. 

227. Competent Medical authority, — (1) The medical 
authoiity competent to examine an applicant for commutation 
of an amount of pension which, together with the amount 
pieviously commuted, exceeds rupees twenty-five per month 
shall be a civil medical board if such a board can be arran- 
ged to meet at a station rea.sonablc near to the applicant’s 
residence wthin the period specified by the sanctioning au- 
thority. Failing this, a reviewing board shall constitute a medi- 
cal board which shall either be the standing medical board at 
the headquarters of the civil administration or the senior 
medical officer of the administration and a medical officer 
nominated by him of status not lower than that of a civil 
suigeon. Such an authority shall review the medical report 
on the health and expectation of life of the pensioner made 
by the civil surgeon or district medical officer of the area 
in which the applicant is ordinarily resident at the time he 
applies for commutation. After callii^ for any information 
as it thinks fit from the examining offleer, it shall pass final 
orders. 

(2) In the case of an applicant who applies for commuta- 
tion of an amount of pension which, together with the amount 
or amount pieviously commuted, is rupees twenty-five or 
less, the competent medical authority shall be the medical 
officer not below the status of a civil surgeon or district medi- 
cal officer of the urea in which the applicant is ordinarily 
resident 

(3) Where it is not possible to ai range medical examina- 
tion by either of (he authorities mentioned in sub-rcgtilatlon 
(1) or sub-regulation (2), the Controller of Defence Accounts 
(Pensions) may arrange examination of the applicant by a 
Services medical board. 

(4) fa) If the applicant is a peison residing in Nepal ana 
drawing a pension through the Indian Embassy in Nepal, the 
competent medical aulborily shall be the medical offleer of 
the Indiun Embassy in Nepal To avoid inconvenience the 
medical e-xuhin.ition of an applicant who is resident of Nepal 
may be carried out at the Central Coordination Board Hos- 
pital in Nepal oi the Check Post Hospital at Dhankutta. 


In such cases the medical leport shall be icviow'ed the 
medical offleer of the Indian Embassy, Nepal, if the com- 
muted amount exceeds inpecs twenty five per month: 

Provided that if the medical officei of Cheek Post Hos- 
pital at Dhankutta happens to be a government employee, 
the report of the medical examination carried out by him 
shall not be subject to such leview,

(5)It .shall be peimissible lot a Gorkha sailor whose home 
b in Nep.al and who is due to be tran.sfcrrcd to the pension 
establishment to apply tor the commutation of his pension 
if he so desiies, shortly before the actual date of his dis- 
charge. In such a case, his medical examination may be 
carried out, befoie he leaves his Ship or Establishment on 
dischaijjc, at the Service Hospital of the Station at which 
the Ship 01 Fstablishmcnt is located. 

228 Procedure to be followed in Conti oiler of Defence 
Accounts (Pension)’s Office. — On receipt of the application 
for commutation of pension as pi escribed in Part 1 of Form 
28 specified in Appendix VIII duly completed by the appli- 
cant, the Controller of Defence Accounts (Pensions) shall com- 
plete Part U of the said Foini and forwaid it in original to 
the Chief Administrative medical officer concerned, together 
with a copy of Foim 30 specified in Appctltlix VIll and an 
extra copy of Pait III of that form for arranging medical 
examination. Copies of the previous medical reports or 
statements of case should also be forwarded along with the 
above forms, in cases where the applicant has been granted 
invalid pen.sion, or has previously commuted any portion of 
his pension (or declined to accept commutation) on the basis 
of an addition of years to his actual age, or has been re- 
fused commutation on medical grounds, Simultaneously, the 
Controller of Defence Accounts (Pensions) shall forward to 
the applicant Foim 29 specified in Appendix VlII, duly 
completed, together with a copy of the said Form 30, Part I 
of which shall be filled in by the applicant before his medi- 
cal examination and handed over to the competent autho- 
rity. 

229. Procedure to be followed by the medical authority.— 
(1) The medical authority, after obtaining from the applicant 
a statement in Part I of Form 30 specified in Appendix Vlll 
(which must be signed in its presence), shall subject him to 
a strict examination, enter the results in Part II of the said 
Form 30 and record its opinion as to the accuracy with 
which the pensioner has answered the qiiestlon.s prescribed 
in Part T thereof regarding his medical histoiy and habits. 
It shall also complete the certificate contained in Pait III 
of the said Form 30 and obtain signature of the pensioner 
or his thumb and finger impressions if he is unable to sign 
the fornss. 

(2) In he case of an applicant who has been or is about 
to be granted an invalid pension, the grounds of invaliding 
or the statement of the medical case shall be duly considered 
by the ccitifying medical authoiity before the certificate in 
Part 111 of Form 30 specified in Appendix VIII is signed. 
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(3) The ultimate medical authority shall without delay 
^otwaid the completed Forms 28 and 30 specified in Appen- 
dix VIII in original to the Controller of Defence Accounts 
(Pensions), and a certified copy of Part III of the said 
Form 30 to the applicant. 

230, Medical Examination fees and opening of rejected 
applications for commutation. — (1) If the examination is con- 
ducted by a single medical officer, the applicant shall himself 
pay the medical officer’s prescribed fee of rupees sixteen, 
out of which rupees twelve in cash shall be retained by the 
medical officer concerned and the remaining lupces four shall 
be Cl edited to the Central Government. If he is originally 
examined by a civil medical board he shall pay a fee of rupees 
four into a Government ticasuiy and make over the receipt 
for the fee to the board before the examination together 
with an additional fee of lupccs twelve to be retained and 
divided by the membets of the board among themselves. It 
the pensionei is examined by a Service board, no fee shall 
be paid by him in respect of his first examination. 

(2) A pensioner, after he has been refused commutation 
on medical grounds or after he has once declined to accept 
commutation on the basis of an addition of year or years 
to his actual age, may apply for a second medical examina- 
tion at his own expense, if at least one year has elapsed 
since his first medical examination. Such a re-examination 
shall invariably be made by a medical board. If the re- 
examination is carried out by a Service medical board, the 
Government share of the fee, viz. rupees four shall be cre- 
dited to the Defence Service Estimates, and the receipt to- 
gether with the medical certificate shall be forwarded to the 
Controller of Defence Accounls (Pensions). 

(3) If, in the opinion of the medical authority, some 
special examination is necessary which it is not in a po.sitlon 
to carry out itself, it may, require the applicant to undergo 
such examination at his own expense. No lefund of such 
expenditure shall be given by the Central Government ii- 
respective of the result of examination, 

(4) In the case of pensioners residing outside India the 
procedure shall be as laid down in sub-regulation (3) of 
regulation 217. 

231, Recovery of public claims from the commuted 
value, — Before the commuted value is paid, the Controller 
of Defence Accounts (Pcn.sions), shall ascertain whether any 
public claim is outstanding against the applicant, and deduct 
the amount of such claim from the lump sum which would 
but for the claim be payable to him. Where an overpay- 
ment is in the process of recovery from the pension, the 
over paid amount remaining unadiiistcd at the time of com- 
mutation shall be recovered in one lump sum from the com- 
muted value payable. 

232, Commutation of anticipatory or provisional pension. — 
An individual who applies for the commutation of a portion 
of his pension and such portion is expressed as a percentage 
or fraction of the total pension admissible to him and is 
allowed in the first instance to commute such percentage or 
fraction of his anticipatorv or provisional pension shall, in 
the event of his final pension being more than his anticipa- 
tory or provisional pension be allowed to commute a further 
sum without appearing before a fresh medical board, so as 
to make the commuted amount equal to the specified pei- 
centage oi fraction of the amount of pension as finallv 
sanctioned. In such cases, commutation as finally sanctioned 
shall also take effect fiom the date of the original commuta- 
tion of the anticipatory or provisional pension and the 
amount of residual pension shall also be re-adjusted from 
the same date."

S,RO. 96.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article j09 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules reguleting the method of recruitment to the post of Engineer Translator under the Ministry of Defence, namely : —
